Italians Attack British Fleet 
W hile 
Hitler's quickening 
cam ­ 
paign of air raids and underseas 
attacks plagued the British at home, 
the Italian high command reported 
fascist air successes in a new attack 
on the British M editerranean fleet. 
Italian planes again located and 
bombed the British naval squadron 
which engaged in the Ionian Sea 
battle earlier this week, the high 
command said, setting an aircraft 
carrier aflame and seriously dam ag­ 
ing two destroyers. 
The Italian communique, inject­ 
ing a dash of drama into the usu­ 
ally prosaic official accounts, said 
that the 
battle raged for several 
hours, near Malta, and that “our 
squadrons descended through mist 
and violent anti-aircraft fire” 
to 
within a few hundred yards of the 
British surface ships. 
The aircraft carrier, struck by a 
heavy-calibrc 
bomb, stopped sud­ 
denly with flames on board visible 
from above.

'T 'H E long list of W Som erset M augham's books is

This he calls "The M ixture as Before,” for 
evident reasons. This it is, exactly. 
Because the mixer is Maugham, it also is worth 
the study of any person likely to try writing short 
stories which can be sold, and which at the same 
time can be read without stultification by persons of 
intelligence 
Maugham has written a great deal, not 
all the product being great writing by any means. 
But then is nobody practising the craft today who 
can manage words and phrases more expertly, or more 
subtly. 
This, it seems to us, Is M augham ’s great 
ability. 
The ten .stories in tile new collection uh have one 
characteristic in common, and this is the expert ad­ 
justm ent of pace to theme.
